faithfully my full share of labor and care 
in the public service and wearing the 
marks of its burdens, I desire nothing so 
much as an honorable discharge. I wish

term to hand over the great trust to a 
successor faithful to the same policy. 
Though anxious to seek the repose of 
private life, I nevertheless acted upon 
the idea that every power is a trust uud 
involves a duty." In reply to the address 
of the committee communicating my 
nomination, I depicted the difficulties of 
the undertaking and likouedniy feelings, 
in engaging it, to those of a soldier en- 
tering battle, but I do not withhold the 
entire consecration of my powers to the 
public service.

miuistration under the demoralizing in- 
fluences of internal war, and of bad 
finance have infected the whole govern- 
mental system of the United States with 
the cancerous growths of false construc- 
tions and corrupt practices. 
Powerful

ards of the people have boon unpaired. 
To redress these evils is a work of great 
difficulty and labor, and cannot be ac- 
complished without the most energetic 
and eilioient personal action on the part 
of the chief executive of the republic.

years, nor can I admit any allusion as to 
their burdens.
